IcrkPost, makes some favorable oom- 
meutB on the astion of the Wisconsin 
legislature in refusing to abolish contract 
labor m the state prison. Here is a por- 
tion of the article: 


The Wisconsin legislature is the first 


body of law-makers in recent years to 
resist tho existing popular croze—or, more 
properly, tho popular crazt. which is sup- 
posed by politicians to exist—against 
contracting for the labor of convicts. 
Both of the leading political parties, in 
the Jplatforms which they adopted last 
fall, declared themselves opposed to the 
system of leasing convict labor which has 
prevailed in tho state for a number of 
years. These declarations were adopted 
without any serious consideration and for 
the obvious purpose of conciliating "the 
labor vote", and yet it was to be expected 
that the legislators would feel bound by 
them. But when a bill tD carry out the 
party platforms on this question wag in- 
troduced, it was defeated by a heavy 
majority, both republicans and democrats 
contributing to the result. A commis- 
sion is to visit other stat2s and report 
upon tho various systems of prison 
•maBagement employed, with a vieivto 
farther enlighten public opinion, so that,, 
if tho CJntract systam is to bo abolished 
at some fame in the future it shall not be 
done nntilz omething-hae beon found to 
take its place. The coarse of tho Wis- 
consin lawmakers about this matter is 
the more noteworthy from tho facts that 
the outcry against convict labor comes 
everywhere largely from the foreign 
element, and tnat Wisconsin hos a larger 
proportion of foreign born voters than 
any state in the Union. 


The bill creating the commission to 


investigate the question of convict labor, 
and to continue the oontraot systam for 
the present, very happily was not con- 
trolled by politics, Bixty-one voted for 
the bill and eighteen against it and sev- 
eral prominent democrats who oonld not 
bo influenced by the olomor of the labor 
vote, voted to pass tho bill. Thoro is

sheriffs of this stats durini; their term of 
office. 


SECTION 2. Tbia act shall take effect 


and bu in foroo from and after its paasoco 
and publication..

!»w than maoy. miRht suppose. So for 
OB the legislature is concerned, it is a 
matter of common justice that each 
member should bo entitled to compli- 
mentary passes over all tho railway lines 
in this state. No man who is lit to repre- 
sent the people m the lecislaturo can 
afford to leave his private business and 
spend three months at Mudisoxi for §300 
a tern, and pay hia railway fure back and 
forth. Men o£ bueintes ability will not 
throw away their time in this fashion. 
They can not afford to do it, and no one 
who is willing to pay for ability iu a rep- 
resentative would object to tho spirit of 
such a b.ll. 


Whether it will become a law or not, is 


a question. It passed the..assembly by 
a good majority, bnt there seems to be'

MADISOX, Wis., March CO.—In tho assem- 


bly Friday morning a lively discussion took 
place on a bill requiring railway companies 
to furnish annual passes, good in Wisconsin, 
to all members of tho legislature, elective 
state officers, and members of tho courts of 
rocoad. It was immediately ameudod pro- 
hibiting railway companies from granting 
trip passes on tho request of tho members of 
tho legislature to tho friends of tho lattor, 
and then, after a sharp debate, tho bill was 
passed by a voto of 40 to 33. Tho senate 
city election laws was concurred in. It ap- 
plies to cities of 50,000 population or more. 
Bills -woro killed prohibiting tho employment 
of children under fo'urtJsea years of .igu in 
factories, stores, workshops and olsowhero; 
to prevent tho hiring of armed men for 
police duty by persons 
or 
corporations 


within tho state; exempting tho property of 
roligious, scientific, literary, or bonovolont 
associations from taxation.

raako sorghum sugnr by tho diffusion process 
lit tbo Parkinson sugar-worlts, at Fort Scntt, 
Kan. TliD commissioner of. agriculture, hav- 
ing $'J i,000 in band with which to make thoso 
experiments, ontorod into an agreement with 
the Parkinson Sugar company whereby ho 
wns to sot up his machinery in their estab- 
lishment and thej- woro to furnish room Cor 
It, but how much accommodation wan not 
spociSod, and they woro oo furnish tho ne- 
cessary sluani. Thoa ho wrote to '.ho Pusoy 
& Jones company, askin" them what the}' 
would charge to make a. dillusion battery 
about 
60 big. 
They 
replied with 
a 


with a general description of tho apparatus 
they would inoko, going so littlo into par- 
ticulars that tho description fills only six or 
eight linos of print, and said they would 
build it and sot it up for SlO.CiS. Mr. Col- 
man wrote back that thoir oiler was ac- 
cepted, and this is all thu contract, specifica- 
tions and ftiiarniittio that there wag, Tho 
cutting-machine they woro not to furnish, as 
the commissioner had ono that was used the 
previous year at Ottawa. 


Tho machine did not work, and ho bought 


a sccond-lmnri one, and that did not work, 
and ho iiad one or two machines altered into 
different kinds of machines, and they did not 
work. Tlia chip'elevators and tbe apparatus 
for carrying away tbe exhausted chips after 
diffusion wore made by tho Pusoy <fc Jones 
company undo* tho general order—it can not 
be called a contract—already referred to. 
Both woro a total failure. • So specifications 
woro furnished tho makers, and no guaranty 
obtained from them. Tboy simply made 
what they guessed would answer, and it 
didn't, and tho department of agriculture 
had nothing to do but to have n great deal of 
work done by hand at much o::penso which 
should have been dono by machinery at very 
littlo expense. Mr. Colman also gave tho 
Pusoy & Jones company an order for a lot 
of lilter presses. jS'o specifications_woro fur- 
nished, and tho company gave no guaranty 
of what tho presses would stand. 


Professor \\Tiloy reports tbat they worked 


beautifully, with tho trifling exception that 
tbo plate.-? wero too light and a groat many 
of them broke. • U'ho Parkinson Sugar com- 
pany did not furnish a suitable room for 
crystallization; tbe temperature was too low. 
In tho experiments 2,322 tons oC sliced sor- 
ghum cane wero used, and about twenty-five 
tons of sugar were made. The sugar was of 
fair quality and' salable; tho molasses was 
dark and poor. The results did not satisfy 
Professor Wiley, nnd he attributes them to 
several things. 


0:io littlo obstacle was that tho sugar ho 


tried to got out of tho cano wasn't there, lie 
says: "Tho sorghum canosontering tho bat- 
tery at Fort Scott wero totally unfit for 
sugar-making. 
No known process savo an 


act of creation could have made sugar suc- 
cessfully out of such material." Farther or 
ho remarks, after all tbeso years of ellort to 
devise processes, that :'tho chief thing to bo 
accomplished is tho production of a sorghum 
plant containing a reasonably constant per- 
centage oC crystallizabli) sugar." But tho 
machinery is still not invented that would 
got sugar out of sorghum if tho sugar wero 
there. 


No cutting machine that answers the pur- 


pose has yet boon invented, and Professor 
Wiley says: "A proper mechanical method 
o" distributing over tho chips a substance to 
prevent inversion of tbo sucrose has not been 
discovered." Finally tho discouraged pro- 
fessor is moved to admit: "In a general re 
view of tho work, tho most important point 
suggested is tho absolute failure of tho ex- 
periments to demonstrate tho commercial 
practicability of manufacturing sorghum 
sugar. Siuco tho present appropriation was 
niado for continuing and concluding these 
experiments, I considor that my connection 
with tbo development of tho industry has 
ended. I leavo the work with only ono ro- 
grot, and that is that tho future o£ the 
sorghum sugar industry is still in doubt.1' 


Last autumn tho department of. agriculture 


gave out to tho press statements that tho ex- 
periments at Fort Scott had boon eminentl}- 
successful. 
Sorghum now goos out for a 


while. 


SpuflcB Refuses to Issue 1'utunlB. 


WASHINGTON Cm1, March UC.—Commis- 


sioner Sparks, ot tlio general land ofllco, bos 
addressed a letter to tho attorney o£ the 
Southern. Pacific railway, in which he de- 
clines to issue patents to the Southern Rail- 
road company for lands selected as contem- 
plated by tbo secretary's letter of Sopt. 30, 
1SSP. 
Tbo commissioner holds that tho secre- 


tary's letter does not boar the construction 
placed upon it by tlio attorney, and in view 
of tho fact that a bill for tno forfeiture of 
tho lands was pending beforo tho lost con- 
gress, but was not acted upon, and will 
probably bo by tho Fiftieth congress, ho de- 
clines to act in tho cose and thus dofoat "tho 
full and free exercise by tho Fiftieth congress 
of its will on such measures as may como be- 
lore it." 


Tho Moiiey for Experimental Stations.

congress passed a law providing for tho 
establishment ot experimental agricultural 
stations in the several states and territories, 
but First Comptroller Durham ruled that 
there was no money appropriation available 
for this purpose.

Design of tho Biblo—Tho object of tho 


Biblo is not to satisfy our curiosity in science 
or history. Its end is toimpart religious teach- 
ing in a-\vay that plain people in all tiges may 
understand. 
Tho Old' Testament was first 


written for God's chosen people, Israel, who 
wore to bo tho people of redemption. It is, 
therefore, not tho design of tho first two 
chapters of Genesis to afford scientific laiowl- 
cdge, but to teach men of every age that God 
created all things. 
God is represented as 


creating tho world in his wool:, but u*o havo 
no moro need to suppose that it was mado up 
of six days of twenty-four hours than to 
think that God is like one of ourselves. 


Creation of Han—Tho last work which 


God created was man. 
Ho was tho crown of 


tbo creation, tho king of tho oarLh, which God 
had mado as his kingdom. In all tho other 
acts of creation God simply commanded and 
it came into being; but ho indicated tbo in- 
finito superiority of man abovo tba brutes by 
saying, Let us mako man in our imago, after 
our likeness. Man's superiority over tho ani- 
mals consists, then, in tbo special interest 
which God manifests in his creation as well 
as in fact that bo creates him in his image. 
By tho imago and likeness of God wo under- 
stand that perfect ideal form which is fitted 
to express a divino person and in which Jesus 
appeared on the Mount of Transfiguration. 


Tho Temptation and Fall—God saw all that 


ho bad mado—tho earth and its kioc—and 
behold it was very good. Satan, a rrJghty 
fallen spirit, saw it, and took on as a fitting 
mode of representation tho form of a serpent. 
Ho raised doubts in tbo mind of tbc firet 
woman as to God's goodness and truth, and 
filled her with a desire for knowledge liko 
that of God. Tho woman, allured by the 
beauty of tho fruit, and desiring to enjoy the 


been tho companions of tbo angel of Jcbov 
visited Sodom, only to find proof ol' its ul 
innble wickedness. Sot one outsido of ...„ 
family of Lot was righteous. Even tho young 
men who wero to havo married Lot's duugb- 
ccrs mocked at Ills warnings, and his -srife, 
disobeying tho divino command, bocnmo a 
pillar of suit. Tbo righteous persons for whom 
Abraham prayed were only Lot and his t\vo 
aiiughtcrs, who in tbo light of their subse- 
quent history -n-oro liko brands plucked from 
tho burning. Abraham's prayer was answered, 
and tbo judgo of all tbo earth did right. 


Tho Sacrifice of Isaac—God was faithful to 


his covenant. At length, the son on whom 
every promise depended r,-as born. Wo can 
hardly conceive what joy filled tho houso- 
holii and the circle of friends. His name was 
called Isaac (meaning laughter). Never per- 
haps was a son moro desired or moro fondly 
loved. Abraham was to bo put to tho test 
for his own sake, for tho sako of his people— 
tho pcoplo of redemption—who wero 1;o cher- 
ish bis example, and for tbo sakoof Lho peoplo 
of all subsequent times. God demanded then, 
as he does, now, a complete sin-render of nil 
that tbo patriarch had. At tho samo timo ho 
clearly showed tho nature of trjo sacrifice, 
and set tho seal of his disapproval on huma-.i 
oUcrings, which were doubtless common at 
tbat time r,mon£ tbo Canaanites. 


Jacob and Esau—Tho rights ot tho first 


born son ivero particularly sacred in olden 
times; but God more than onco set them 
aside in tho family of tiio Patriarchs. Tho 
beloved son Isaac pftved to be a weal: charac- 
ter. He showed faith in God, but bo also dis- 
played a fondness tor Esau's venison which 
seemed unworthy of tbo heir of such great 
promises. This son cared more for tho grati- 
fication of lis appetites than he did for tlio 
birthright, which opened such glorious possi- 
bilities in tho future.' Ho sold it to his 
brother Jacob for a mess of pottage, and 
finally lost tho blessing of tho firet born by 
hLs brother's deceit. Jacob did r.ot becomo 
tbo inheritor of tbcso blessings becauso of his 
falsehood, for which ho was abundantly pun- 
ished, but becauso bo had somo truo apprecia- 
tion of tho birthright. It wxi fortbis reason, 
•when ho was compelled to leave liin homo to 
cscapo U-.owTa'ub of his brother lisnu, that 
God mado that wonderful revelation of him- 
self to Bethel, and made himself known as 
the airpcl of Jehovali wlio redeemed him from 
all ov-1 (Gen. xlviii, ](;.

The amendments proposed to tte dmto 


I the city of Jsneuville Lave passed 
oth houses ot the legislbtnre aud are 
ow in tho hands o£ the governor. These 
mendments, the original bill, was pub- 
ahed in the Gazette on Friday, March 
Itb, and tbe »mendmenta on Friday, 
March 18th. The leading features are: 


The question of ownership ot water 
•orks is submitted to a vote of tax pay- 
rs at the oity election, tha ballots to be 
'For private construction," and "For 
ity construction." In case a majority 
)f the tax payers vote "For private con- 
truotion," tho powers ot the board of 
water commissioners are suspended un- 
til the 1st ot Jrme, and the mayor it 
iutuoriz«d to contract with a private 
company for the building of the works 
and tbe furnishing ot water for fire pur- 
joses. IncBse the mayor succeeds in 
warding a franchise to a private compa- 
ny, then 8i.500 of tbe license money is 
to be annually transferred to tne fire de- 
partment fund, in case noj franchise is 
granted tbo licsnee money is »1I to be 
placed in the general (and. 


Should a msjority of the tsx-payers 


vote "For city construction," then these 
amendments are to be inoperative and 
the water commieBionera Bre to continn6 


with the construction of the works lor 
city ownership. 
Regarding the Niiholson pavement, ihe 
amendment provides that "Wheneverthe 
common council ehall order the repave- 
mentof tnat part ot West Milwaukee 
street now covered with Niiholeon pave- 
ment, it may pay inoh snm upon its COB! 
from the ward funds ot the first, fourth 
and fifth wards, as it may deem inst, in 
addition to what it is now obliged to pa; 
nnder the existing law."
